The American loss represented 
600 American fliers killed or miss- 
ing and perhaps $20,000,000 worth 
of precision bombing and fight- 
ing machinery. 

But preliminary reports indi- 
cated that the plant, whose prod- 
ucts form key parts of the Ger- 
man war machine, was knocked 
out of production.

How long will Japan be able to hold out 
once Germany is out of the war is a favorite 
topic for debate in our best and worst homes, 
sewing cifcles and bars. 

On the basis of information at hand the 
“answer would seem to be, “Not as long as we 
feared.” 

Mr. Roosevelt has just announced, from 
information supplied him by the Navy Depart- 
ment, that an average of 130,000 tons of 
Japanese shipping has been sunk every month 
for the last six months, principally by Ameri- 
can submarines. 

If that rate is maintained, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, it would amount to about 1,400,000 tons 
per year. 

In peace time the capacity of the Japanese 
‘ship yards, through the five years preceding 
the war, was about 250,000 tons per year. Under 
pressure of war this may be driven up to about 
450,000 tons. 

Indeed. there are those who believe that 
because of the necessity for making thousands 
of barges, all of which must have some steel 
in them despite the great use of wood, the 
Japanese may have been unable to bring their 
ship yard capacity to more than 350,000 tons. 

Taking the highest figure, it may be seen 
that our submarines are destroying ships about 
three times as fast as the Japanese can produce 
them. 

This has had, and is having, a tremendous 
effect on the war in the Pacific. 

It is true that had Japan been able indus- 
trially to organize and exploit the immense 
wealth and resources in labor of the captured 
Dutch and English possessions, she would have 
been almost unbeatable. 

The American submarine is getting very 
little attention, relatively speaking. But the 
subiuiarine has done one of the greatest jobs 
of the war. The Japanese empire will be 
defeated the sooner because of the incredibly 
efficient and heroic work of our really small 
submarine force.

While the 
heads of University Systems in other systems 
were wondering what would happen to their 
institutions as the enrollments dropped dizzily, 
the chancellor was hard at it—night and day— 
insuring the physical properties of Georgia’s 
System against the decay that vacancy brings 
to any group of buildings—no matter how 
solidly they were built. 

The Army and the Navy and the Marines 
today—thanks to them and to Doctor Sanford’s 
prodigious efforts—are educating thousands of 
young men and women in buildings where 
Georgia once educated her own. 

And Doctor Sanford car be seen seven days 
a week, night and day, darting to Washington, 
to Chicago, to New York to make arrangements 
for more use by the armed forces of the build- 
ings that will be preserved and improved by the 
military during the war—and will be ready for 


instant occupancy by Georgia’s young men and 


women as soon as the peace is signed. 

Travel today is a wearing, tiring task even 
for a young man moving into strange, exciting 
lands. The older the man the more wearing 
and the more tiring. There is no thrill for the 
chancellor in endless travel—but he still has 
the youth and the verve to experience a thrill 
out of his successes, week after week, in main- 
taining the University System as a going 
concern, 

He is saving this state thousands upon 
thousands of dollars. Other states are not so 
fortunate as to have an able man willing to 
work so hard as the chancellor works. 


If a short word like “dozen” is “Dodecanese” 
in Greek, it is just as well the thousand islands 
are where they are.

Planting by the Germans of a delayed action 
bomb in the basement of the post office in Na- 
ples, the explosion of which caused the death of 
a large number of persons, is just another in- 
dication of the kind of enemy we are facing 

The bomb was not placed in any military in- 
stallation. It was not under a bridge or a rail- 
road track. It was not arranged to destroy any 
utility that would be of military value to the 
Anglo-American forces. It was planted in the 
post office, where there were certain to be crowds 
of civilians, men, women and children. It was 
timed to explode at one of the busiest times of 
the day. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
AERIAL BATTLESHIPS WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—It took 


the Germans a long time to get 
wise to some of the defensive tactics developed in connection with 
our Flying Fortresses. 

Press dispatches from London have just told of Berlin radio 
broadcasts in which the Germans revealed that the United States 

Air Forces are now using Flying Fortresses as 
great aerial battleships to spearhead the way 
for other bomb-carrying Fortresses and Lib- 
erators. 

According to the Berlin account, groups of 
the great bombers have been converted into 
fighters to protect other bomb-carrying ships 
of their type on long bombing missions over 
Europe. Instead of being loaded down with 
bombs the fighter types of Fortresses carry a 
greater number of guns, both in caliber and in 
power, which makes them several times more 
invulnerable to attack. 

g Well, now, here is a secret that has been 

Pe known in restricted Allied circles for months. 

SR It doesn’t speak very well for the German in- 
telligence service to learn that they are just getting wise to the 
trick. Since Berlin has come through with an admission that they 
now know about it, it is permissible to give more details. 

Just who developed the idea of converting the Fortresses into 
fighters has not been revealed, but evidently it was an outgrowth 
of some of our earlier bombing operations over Europe. 

Although originally built to defend themselves against fighter 
attacks, the Fortresses learned from some of their initial sorties 
over Germany that they needed added fighter protection. It was 
impossible to give them this protection on the longer raids because 
of the shorter‘range of the smaller planes. Only recently have we 
perfected methods for sending a fighter cover along by installing 
auxiliary tanks on their bellies. 

To correct the situation some bright officer in the Army Air 
Force conceived the idea of stripping the Fortresses of their heavy 
bomb-carrying capacity and using the additional load lift to install 
a greater amount of armament. How many additional guns we were 
able to put on them in this way is still a military secret, but obvi- 
ously the number was considerable. 

Then the Fortresses, converted into fighters, were placed on the 
fringe of squadrons of 6ther heavy bombers and all went along on 
the mission together. In coming in for the attack, German fighters 
couldn’t tell one type of Fortress from another. They all looked the 
same, except that it was sure death to come within range of one 
of the converted air battleships. 


GERMAN EFFORTS FUTILE Since the Germans had to 
get through the outer fringe 


of fighter protection before they could reach the more vulnerable 
bombers their efforts were often futile and their losses tremendous. 

This explains some of the one-sided scores piled up by’ our heavy 
bombers when they came in contact with the Germans during 
earlier stages of the Allied air offensive over Europe. After some 
of the first encounters we intercepted messages from returning 
German pilots telling their headquarters bases that they simply 
could not go up against the more heavily armed American big 
bombers. The Nazis expressed utter amazement at the fire power 
of the Fortresses. 

It took them a long time to find out why. The secret was out 
when they finally succeeded in bringing down one of the fighter 
Fortresses. Or maybe it was a crippled ship which was forced doWn 
in German territory. 

In any event, the Germans now apparently know the secret. 
What was given out over the Berlin radio conforms too nearly to 
what has been known here in restricted air circles for a long time. 
We have been using the tactics for months—perhaps as long as a 
year or more. 

But discovering the secret hasn’t given them the answer on how 
to offset the tactics. Up until the middle of this week, something 
more than 450 German fghters had been destroyed by American 
air forces alone for the period since the beginning of the month, 
according to figures released in London by Lieutenant General Ira 
Eaker, commander of the Eighth U. S. Air Force. Most of these 
were brought down by the heavily armed Fortresses and Liberators. 


HIGHLY SIGNIFICANT Altogether the Allied toll of Ger- 
m 


an fighters in the same period 
has been over 500. That is a highly significant figure when weighted 
against the estimated German production of only 600 or 700 fight- 
ers a month. If losses continue that heavy, the Nazis will find it 
increasingly difficult to get the aircraft necessary to meet the grow- 
ing Allied attack. 

When we have driven the Germans out of the skies over Europe 
the final stages of the war will be at hand. That is why the work 
of our fighters and Fortresses is so important. . 

In the same Berlin broadcast which revealed the secret of our 
Fortress tactics the Germans may have disclosed another develop- 
ment which, if true, has been treated very hush-hush by the War 
Department. Some months back the Japanese announced from 
Tokyo that we were building in the United States a great super 
bomber, capable of flying 10,000 miles or more. They were warning 
their people to be prepared for heavy bombing attacks from these 
great ships. 

According to the Germans, we have already got some of these 
super bombers in operation. They are said to have been used along 
with the converted Fortresses to spearhead the attacks’of the other 
big bombers. 

If any of this is true, the War Department is yet to announce 
it. Certain it seems, though, that both the Germans and the Japs 
will hear more of the projected big super air battleships before 
many moons have waned, And when they do the Japs, in particular, 
can say goodbye to their straw cities and paper mache industrial 
centers.

produced in the last few years 
more quacks than phrenology, as- 
trology and psychiatry combined, 
with hordes of bookkeepers and 
common statisticians cribbing 
theories and fantasies from one 
another and stirring batches of 
factors and figures into stupefying 
muddles. Thus, for example, we 
have learned, against our better 
sense, that it is possible to tap the 
till and swipe the current receipts 
of the social security fund, squan- 
der the money on election year, 
make work and relief projects in 
peacetime, keeping things in bal- 
ance by dropping in 1OU’s and 
meeting deniands on the vanished 
funds with future current receipts. 
Thus, also we learn that the way 
to avoid inflation is to stack up 
inflationary conditions as_ kids 


prepare an election night bonfire, 
pour on kerosene, light the match, 
and then call the firemen. 


The source of inflation is identi- 
fied as the “dangerous money,” 
the margin between the living 
scale and the actual wage of the 
war worker, whose income is paid 
out of taxes. The provisions which 
created this discrepancy and the 
“dangerous money” were delib- 
erately adopted in a time of peace 
and depression as a means of 
spreading a relatively small 
amount of private employment 
among the largest possible number 
of people. An employer was re- 
quired to pay premium wages to 
workers for hours in excess of 40 
per week. To avoid this extra cost 
he would arrange to employ ad- 
ditional workers at normal rates. 


When the war pro- 
Control gram began and the 
Prices anger of inflation was 

foreseen, the Roose- 
velt administration quickly moved 
to avert inflation by controlling 
prices through means which were, 
in part, at least, plainly confisca- 
tory. Wages, of course, are the 
greatest factor in all prices but 
it was thought better to pay infla- 
tion wages, and having squan- 
dered money by the billion, to try 
to get some of it back by indi- 
vidual taxation. 


Every proposal to abolish time- 
and-one-half and double-time was 
deftly shrugged off and, although 
there is work enough now to 
give every available hand as much 
as he or she could stand, this 
“dangerous money” was deliber- 
ately set in motion, and, as it was 
spread around, prices began to 
spin out of control. Union lead- 
ers and bosses share the guilt for 
setting this trap for the workers 
under their command for it was 
essential to their politics to de- 
lude them. The taxation plan has 
faltered as the workers, one guess 
ahead of the Treasury, discovered 
there wasn’t jail room enough in 
the entire republic to accommo- 
date delinquents by the millions 
who had always thought of the in- 
come tax as a sock-the-rich de- 
vice. The next experiment was 
the checkoff, or victory withhold- 
ing tax, and now the Treasury is 
proposing. to. abolish. that. and 
thereby exempt altogether from 
income tax billions of dollars of 
“dangerous money.” 


It is too late now 


Too Late to change, for the 
government is 


To Change committed both 


economically and politically to the 
extravagant wage scale. A reduc- 
tion at this late date would throw 
wages and prices painfully out of 
fix in too many areas and, more- 
over, would create dangerous re- 
sentment among people who are 
drawing out of the war industries 
higher pay than they ever got be- 
fore and enjoying an illusion of 
prosperity. The time for honesty 
and courage was when the infla- 
tion began and the best that can 
be done now is a series of patchy 
measures which may somehow 
stand off the worst consequences. 


In justice to the administration’s 
economists it may be said that 
they washed their hands of the 
mess and gave it to the politicians 
early in the game. No serious at- 
tempt ever was made to explain 
how prices could be kept in con- 
trol if wages were touched only 
by a “formula” which soon began 
to dwindle and by now has disap- 
peared into the archives. How- 
ever, at the back of the whole 
mixup is the old radical theory 
that a people can spend them- 
selves rich and that the rich will 
be always with us, even after they 
have been taxed out of existence 
as a class. 


Wages are the source of the in- 
flation, such as it is to date, and 
will be the cause of the disaster 
if it comes.

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH McGILL. 


COUP DE GRACE? News from Moscow indicates the Rus 

sians are setting the Nazis up for what 
might well be the coup de grace of the campaign inside Russian 
borders. 

Fighting their way across the mud flats of the Dnieper, the 
Russians are inside one of their large cities of 
that area, Melitopol, a city of 76,000 persons. 

In the middle Dnieper sector the Russian 
army is within two miles of Kiev and may, by 
the time this reaches your front door, be with- 
in that great city of almost 1,000,000 persons. 

In the north the army was pressing for- 
ward, and far to the south the Soviet forces 
were making progress in a great flanking move- 
ment in the Crimea, having as its purpose the 
capture or annihilation of the German l17th 
army. 

Keep in mind this is a battle involving 
literally hundreds of divisions, as compared 
with the fighting in Italy where a half dozen 
or sO are engaged in heavy fighting. 

The line stretches a thousand miles. 

Most important, the Germans seem to be 

pushed back to a point where the only line of 
communication is a single-track railway. The possibilities there 
for rout and for confused slaughter by the Russians would seem 
enormous. That one railway line is the Achilles heel of the Ger- 
man position. 

The Russians, moving forward, are plentifully supplied with 
lend-lease trucks. They have the advantage in air power. They 
are moving their air bases forward. Any German retreat will be 
subject to heavy bombing. 

I think it not an exaggeration to say that the next week, possi- 
bly the next few days, will see a really vast German withdrawal. 

This withdrawal likely will probably not halt until it has taken 
the Germans completely out of Russian territory. They may not 
halt in Poland if Russia can attain enough momentum. Now. for 
the first time, it looks as if the Russians are about to deliver a 
coup de grace in so far as fighting on Russian soil is concerned. 

If the Germans do retreat to their own borders, then Berlin 
itself becomes more vulnerable from Russian bases. This is a great 
period of that war theater. The Russian floods are about to break 
the Nazi dams. 


TIME OF VICTORY There can be absolutely no doubt but 

that our bombing of specific targets 
such as synthetic rubber plants, lubricating oi] plants, airplan 
parts factories, railroad yards, and so on, have seriously disrupted 
German production. 

How seriously one cannot say. Germany undoubtedly has many 
plants underground. Some of them, at least one or two, are known 
to be as large as our own Willow Run or Bell bomber plant. There 
must be many smaller ones. 

Nevertheless, the destruction of many other plants on the sur- 
face without doubt is causing great trouble and creating tremen- 
dous lacks. 

Let us suppose that the German dams do break in Russia. as 
I believe they must, and the German army is badly mauled and 
stripped of much of its equipment in the retreat. 

It would almost follow, as day the night, that troops would 
have to be withdrawn from areas to the home front. 

It would be even more necessary to pull planes from other 
fronts to meet the constantly increasing bombing of German cities 
and plants. 

This would not mean a German collapse. Indeed, it would mean 
a strengthening, temporarily, of the German position. By concen- 
trating the production output; by shortening their lines to defen- 
sive positions about Germany, where fixed positions of great 
strength have been built, the Germans might be able to hold out 
into 1945. It may be they are holding back some planes and 
equipment:for such an emergency. Many Allied experts think so. 

There is no evidence of an early victory. There still is every 
indication the Germans will fight on, with plenty of men and 
materials. 

Yet, when they do draw the lines shorter, they also concentrate 
the bombing area and targets for Allied bombers. 

For the first time I would like to make a prediction of an 


Allied invasion across the channel by spring. 

IMPERATIVE In very close association with the Russian proge- 
ress is the imperative fact that we are to have 

a meeting with the English and Russian envoys at some date in 

the near future. 

It is rather sure to come after the Russians have won a really 
great victory if, indeed, they have not delivered the aforemen- 
tioned coup de grace of the campaign inside Russia. 

A senate committee has adopted a very indefinite and weak reso 
lution pledging itself to some sort of postwar working agreement. 

England and Russia can attend the meeting with positive 
plans. 

Our representatives must say, in effect, “I have no idea what 
the United States will agree to. I am powerless here. Anything 
I agree to must pass the senate by a three-fourths vote. I am here 
without power, without any authority, and cannot make any 
agreement which will have any assurance of passing the senate. 
It may be filibustered to death or it may fail to pass.” 

Informed men back from theaters of war say that our one 
great weakness is in our State Department and its diplomacy. 
It cannot know what it can offer or what it can do because any 
major move it makes must have the endorsement of the senate. 

The senate will want to keep this check, however embarrassing 
it may be at present. Wanting to keep it, it owes to the men 
fighting this war and to the nation which does not want another 
war, an action which will arm our representatives to the tri-power 
meeting with some authority and some dignity. 

Surely the senate opposition can’t hate Roosevelt enough to 
refuse to do that.

Dealers Are Honest

From the very beginning, America has been a land of easy- 
money dreamers, willing to risk much in hope of gaining more. This 
trait, plus and easy-going faith in mankind, has made us a nation of 
suckers. 

Land speculators made fortunes soon after we became a nation, 
and their success developed a market for swindlers, who sold land 
they didn’t possess or worthless land which they misrepresented. 

When the first buyers of stock in the Ford Company and other 
infant giants made easy fortunes, the publicity given to their good 
luck created a limitless market for “wildcat” and “blue sky” stocks 
that represented nothing. Any swindler with a glib tongue found 
wishful thinkers eager to buy his worthless paper. The racket was 
so easy that few of the big legitimate corporations were able to 
resist temptation. They kept within the law, but legality made 
them no less crooked. They watered their stock and sold $10 or 
$50 worth of shares for every dollar their business was worth. 
Millions of victims were caught by that one. 

Nobody is immune from swindling. If anybody with loose 
money has never been tricked, it is only because no smart man has 
yet worked on him. 

There are thousands of professional swindlers—the mail-order 
peddlers of fake life insurance among the worst—but there are 
many, many more who regard themselves as honest men. Even 
great business houses, doing a national business, get their cus- 
tomers by lying about their product. 

Yet the great majority of Americans are honest, and the proof 
is in the very fact that crooks find them easy to swindle. They are 
accustomed to dealing with honest and truthful people, and there- 
fore are not suspicious. Where nobody is “gullible,” everybody is 


familiar with liars and rogues.

Hopkins Fees 


The state of Florida has been 
awarded $561,000 fro:~ the estate 
of Lindsay M. Hopkins, Atlanta 
capitalist, who died in 1937. 

The action ended six years of 
litigation over inheritance taxes, 
and was taken when a Leon coun- 
ty circuit court at Tallahassee 
awarded the money to the state.

My neck would get 
hot and expand three-tenths of an 
inch while the collar remained 
cold and inflexible. And got 
dirty. 


Can’t Be Done 


I defy any rnan between Maine 
and California—and I'll take in 
Hawaii and the Philippines—to 
wash his hands so clean he can 
put on a stiff collar and tie a 
white lawn tie and not Jeave 
enough finger prints on them to 
run the FBI crazy. 


I wonder if the stores still carry 
the marvelous stocks of collars 
that used to fill their shelves—in 
those stiff yellow boxes that con- 
tained as many styles and sizes 
as there are books in Carnegie 
library. 

They came in sizes, half sizes 
and even quarter sizes. There 
were straight-up collars whose 
points stabbed you under the chin. 
There were wing collars, with a 
triangle on each end which could 
be turned down to give your 
adam’s apple room for exercise. 


Most horrible of all were the 
tall turn-downs with a flap at one 
end tobe tucked into the other end. 


Only way you could insert a 
necktie into one of them was to 
do it before trying to don the col- 
lar. If you succeeded in button- 
ing front and rear buttons you 
still had that necktie problem. 

With a soft and attached collar 
you can yank the tie to its prop- 
er position. But did you ever try 
to move a tie locked in one of 
those stiff turn-downs?

But perhaps after all, the 
straight-up stand-up collar was 
even worse. 

Because it kept a man at a party 
constantly feeling to see whether 
his necktie was riding high on his 
cojlar.

The broken German armies that 
had manned the Zaporozhe-Meli- 
topol line also were threatened 
with annihilation in trying to flee 
across the mudflats between the 
lower Dnieper and the Sea of 
Azov just above the Crimea. 
There are no natural defenses left 
to them until they reach the safe- 
ty of the western bank of the 
Dnieper. 

General Rodion Malinovsky’s 
army took Zaporozhe, a city of 
nearly 200,000 five miles south- 
east of the site at Kichkas of the 
$110,000,000 hydro-electric works 
and dam which the Russians de- 
stroyed in August, 1941, during 
their historic “scorched earth” re- 
treat. The dam, completed in 1932, 
took five years to build. Russian 
engineers wrecked it in an hour. 

The victory could prove to be 
a decisive blow at the entire Ger- 
man line from che Crimea north- 
westward to White Russia, espe- 
cially in view of steady Russian 
progress elsewhere along that 
front, 

Its significance was noted by 
Stalin who ordered Moscow’s 224 
victory cannons to fire 24 salvoes, 
one of the heaviest salutes yet 
given a Ru&sian triumph,

The blood typing is handled at 
the academy three days a week 
—~-Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays—from 10 a. m. to 4:30 
p.m. The Bass registry is open 
every Tuesday at these same 
hours and also on two evenings 
each month. The West End 
branch is open on Thursdays, 
and just now is busy typing the 
employes of a large business 
concern in the vicinity. 

The registry also has a mo- 
bile unit, which goes to any 
groups for whom the typing 
otherwise would be inconven- 
ient. For instance, the unit has 
just completed the typing of 
the naval trainees at Tech, Em- 
ory and the dental school, total- 
ing 1,025 men. They also re- 
cently finished typing the em- 
ployes at one of the large de- 
partment stores. 

The Blood Type _ Registry 
often is confused with the Red 
Cross Blood Donor Service. This 
probably is due to the fact that 
many persons are unfamiliar 
with the process of typing, al- 
though they know that it has 
some connection with transfu- 
sions. Which, of course, it does, 
for a transfusion cannot be 
given without the typing to de- 
termine if the donor’s blood 
matches that of the patient. As 
far as the person being served 
is concerned, only a prick of a 
finger to obtain a tiny drop of 
blood is necessary. The rest of 
the process handled by the 
technicians, who examine the 
drop microscopically for classi- 
fication. 

The corps hopes to type every 
citizen residing in the metro- 
politan area—young and old 
alike And it is the duty of 
every citizen to have himself 
typed So far, the majority of 
Atlanta school children have 
taken advantage of this oppor- 
tunity—-an example for their el- 
ders to follow.

South's Contributions Praised 
In Cultural History of America 


THE GROWTH OF AMERI- 
CAN THOUGHT. By Merle 
Curti. (Harper. 884 pp. $5.) 


The south’s place in the intel- 
lectual and cultural story of our 
country is given considered and 
adequate treatment by Merle 
Curti in this new book. The au- 
thor, a Nebraskan, who holds 
degrees from Wisconsin and 
Harvard and now is professor 
of history at the former, has 
taken a difficult and elusive 
subject and produced an inter- 
esting work whose sound schol- 
arship and unbiased treatment 
should make it an outstanding 
contribution in its field. 

For us in the south Dr. Curti’s 
chapter on “Cultural Regional- 
ism in the South” will hold par- 
ticular interest. Though not 
subscribing entirely to exagger- 
ated claims of southern cultural 
dominance before the Civil 
War, the author does stress its 
importance not only in litera- 
ture and belles lettres, but in 
science as well. He calls at- 
tention to the work of such men 
as Poinsett, Troost, Wailes, 
William Rogers, J. Lawrence 
Smith, Joseph LeConte, Craw- 
ford W. Long and Edmund Ruf- 
fin. 

The most interesting and 
valuable part of the book cov- 
ers the first century of our na- 
tion’s history. The story of our 
culture and thought during the 
last 50 years is in comparison, 
thin and less vital. This, of 
course, is understandable and 
almost unavoidable as the per- 
spective and mellowing influ- 
ence of time is lacking. But it 
is unfortunate and leaves the 
inquiring reader with a feel- 
ing of being left with an un- 
finished pattern. This may not 
be a misfortune, however, as 
the reader is also left with a 
stimulated imagination and 
much which he can cull .over 
and digest for a considerable 
period.

Distribute Them With Care

many more calories. 

There is scientific evidence that 
your energy needs are increased 
only slightly up to the fifth or 
sixth months of pregnacy. The 
baby’s greatest growth takes place 
during the last three months and 
at that time your total food intake 
should be stepped up. But not as 
much as you might suppose. You 
only require about one-fourth 
more calories. If, normally, you 
require 2,100 calorjes a day, then 
you should have around 2,600 
calories a day during the last three 
months.

From the very first, you 
must have plenty of milk, green 
vegetables, fresh fruits, eggs, and

You 
may have the impression that he 
doesn’t get his teeth until later. 
But, actually, the teeth develop 
before he is born—not just tempo- 
rary teeth, but many of the perm- 
anent ones. So the best way to 
insure dental health for the baby 
and yourself is to have a full quart 
of milk a day. Nature looks out 
for the baby first. If you do not 
get enough calcium, your own 
stores are depleted. That accounts 
for another old saying, “a tooth for 
every child.”

The problem of stretching those 
16 points per person per week to 
cover meat, cheese, canned milk, 
canned fish, butter or margarine, 
salad oil and shortening is a very 
real one to many housewives. 
What to serve when there are no 
more points for meat, what will 
satisfy the appetite and provide 
sufficient proteins, these are the 
questions to be answered, Beans, 
nuts, eggs, whole milk cheeses 
and milk are the best of the meat 
alternatives, good sources of pro- 
tein. And I have worked out the 
following menus for meatless din- 
ners, which are ample from the 
standpoint of appetite appeal and 
nutritional standards.

Dinner Menu No. 1—Vegetable 
pie with cheese and potato crust is 
the main dish. Serve with apple 
juice cocktail, sliced lettuce with 
pickle dressing salad, hot rolls and 
baked apples with custard sauce. 

Dinner No. 2—Noodle ring filled 
with Brussels sprouts and peanuts, 
hot rye toast, braised carrots, cel- 
ery hearts and a dessert salad of 
grapefruit and apples with cream 
cheese dressing. 

Dinner No. 3—Spinach ring 
filled with deviled eggs and mush- 
rooms, baked potatoes, carrot 
sticks and celery, and for dessert, 
baked apple dumplings. 

RECIPES FOR MAIN DISHES: 

Vegetable Pie with Potato 
Cheese Crust—Melt 2 tablespoons 
margarine and stir in 2 table- 
spoons flour. Add 1 cup milk and 
cook until the sauce is thick. Add 
1 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon Worces- 
tershire sauce, a little pepper and 
3 cups mixed cooked vegetables, 
fresh or canned and 1-2 cup water 
in which vegetables were cooked. 
‘Season with 2 tablespoons minced 
parsley and 2 teaspoons grated 
onion.

Technician Fifth Grade Leon 
Bush, killed in the Tunisian cam- 
paign, was honored posthumously 
recently when his father, Burrell 
B. Bush, of Colquitt, Ga., was pre- 
sented the Silver Star by Major 
General William Bryden, com- 
manding general of the Fourth 
Service Command, at the Bain- 
bridge Army Air Field. 

3ush, who previously had been 
awarded the Purple Heart, was 
cited for outstanding duty in the 
Tunisian campaign when he ‘was 
sent with a portable radio and 
three men to establish an obser- 
vation post from which to observe 
an enemy artillery battery which 
was subjecting his company to 
heavy fire.” 

“Despite intense artillery, mor- 
tar and small-arm fire, Bush 
maintained his post on a bare 
ridge without cover, and relayed 
the sendings of the observer by 
radio to his company commander. 
He was killed by an enemy mor- 
tar shell while at his post.” 

Also awarded the Silver Star 
for service during the Tunisian 
campaign was First Lieutenant 
John P. Souther, of Gainesville, 
Ga. Souther led his platoon across 
a wadi north of a Tunisian town, 
and attacked by enemy fire with 
such intensity that he was forced 
to withdraw into the wadi. 

His command car became stuck 
in the sand in full view of the 
enemy.

New regulations in the ever- 
tightening War Manpower Com- 
mission’s job. stabilization pro- 
gram, which will make it more 
difficult for between six and sev- 
en million workers in the south- 
east to change jobs, become effec- 
tive today and are announced by 
Dillard Lassiter, regional director 
of the WMC. 


The new regulations cover all 
employers and employes in essen- 
tial industries other than agricul- 
ture in Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Tennessee and South 
Carolina except those areas which 
are covered by local stabilization 
plans. 

Principal changes in the pro- 
gram are outlined by Lassiter as 
follows: 

1. Employes who quit their jobs 
in essential activities without ob- 
taining statements of availability 
cannot be hired by any new em- 
ployer for a period of 60 days. 
Under the previous employment 
stabilization program the “waiting 
period” was 30 days. 


2. Workers from essential indus- 
tries cannot be hired without a 
statement of availability from 
their »revious employers or a re- 
ferral card from the United States 
Employment Service. However, if 
a worker obtains a statement of 
availability from his employer, he 
may take the statement and go to 
another employer engaged in an 
essential or locally needed activity 
without clearance by the USES.

Statement of availability, which 
cannot be accepted by a new em- 
ployer without prior approval of 
the USES, Lassiter explained. 

These statements are printed in 
red as a warning signal to new 
employers that approval of the 
USES is necessary before he can 
hire the worker, he added. 


At the same time the WMC re- 
leased a list of critical occupa- 
tions in production, services, pro- 
fessional and_ scientific fields, 
wihch require statements of avail- 
ability before the worker may be 
employed in another job. 


Shortage Areas. 


No occupation or activity in 
the area has been designated as 
a regional shortage occupation or 
activity as of October 10, Lassiter 
added, but disclosed a list of re- 
gional shortages areas which in- 
cluded Brunswick, Charleston, Co- 
lumbus, Macon, Mobile, Panama 
City, Pascagoula and Biloxi, Miss., 
Pensacola, Tampa and Savannah 
areas, 


The changes, drafted by the 
labor-management committee of 
the regional WMC, become effec- 
tive today and replace the regula- 
tions which have been in effect 
here for the past four months, 


The program is designed to elim- 
inate wasteful labor turnover, re- 
duce unnecessary labor migration, 
provide for the orderly transfer of

Dean Frederic C. Biggin, 
Auburn, Is Dead at 74

Frederic Child Biggin, dean of the 
School of Architecture and Allied

As Czech ‘Protector’ 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—(4#)—Dr. 
Wilhelm Frick, who was succeeded 
by Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himm- 
ler as German minister of in- 
terior, arrived in Prague today to 
take over his new post as “pro- 
tector” of the Bohemia-Moravia 
area in old Czechoslovakia, the 
Berlin radio announced.

LONDON, Oct. 14.—(4)—Ameri- 
can airmen operating from Brit-

Mediterranean Blasts Take Two Destroyers 


WASHINGTON, Oct 
The two-year-old destroyer Bris- 
tol and the slightly older de- 
stroyer Buck were lost this week 
in the Mediterranean, the Navy 
announced today in a report tell- 


ing also of a fruitless Japanese 
bombing raid on Attu in the 
Aleutians. 

Complete casualty reports from 
aboard the Bristol were ‘“mod- 
erate’ and the Buck casualties 
“somewhat heavier.” 

The Japanese bombers, raiding 
Attu for the first time since the 
island was wrested from the en- 
emy more than four months ago, 
were driven off without damaging 
the air field from which Ameri- 
can planes have flown ‘out to 
pound the enemy’s big North Pa- 
cific base at Paramushiro. . 

Presumably the flight of bomb- 
ers in the Attu action—the Navy 
reported 10 planes participated— 
was sent out to do all possible

that westernmost island of the 
Aleutians chain, thereby to han-

The loss of the two destroyers 
in the Mediterranean, as the re- 
sult of underwater explosions, 
brought to 122 the number’ of 
naval Wessels announced as lost 
since the war began. They could 
have been sunk by mines or tor- 
pedoes. 


The Buck, commanded by Lieu- 


tenant Commander Millard J. 
Klein, of Long Beach, Cal., went 
down off Salerno on October 9. 
She was a 1,500-ton vessel, put 
into service in May, 1940. Her 
skipper is listed as missing in 
action. 

Commander John A. Glick, 
Richmond, N. H., commanded the 
1,700-ton Bristol sunk yesterday 
in the Mediterranean. Just where 
the Bristol went down was not 
disclosed, nor has the Navy re- 
ceived word as to the casualty 
status of her commander. The 
Bristol entered service in. Octo- 
ber, 1941. 

No complete reports of the 
number of men missing, killed 
or wounded in the two sinkings 
has been received, but the Navy 
said next of kin of all casual- 
ties “will be notified by telegram 
immediately upon receipt of cas- 
ualty reports.”
